The disaster of last Friday even- 
ing in the Gould & Curry mire is 
something frightful. It casts a 
gloom over all Western Nevada; 
the sorrowing elicit our sympatby; 
the poverty and distress of the be- 
reaved widows and orpbans appeal 
to our generosity. No matter how 
barren of life’s necessities be their 
homes or ill-dressed their children, 
the miners ever have money in 
their hands to revive the suffering 
of others.

No, it can- 
not be. Reno, iu gratitude as well 
as for humanity’s sake, should con- 
tribute liberally towards alleviating 
the wants, hence assuaging the sor- 
row of the widows, orphans and 
other relatives who were dependent 
upon the daily earnings of the vic- 
tims of the late Geuld and Curry 
disaster.

THE SiX MINERS STILL IM- 
. YP RISONED. 


it ls Not Probabie That They Will 
be Reached Before To-Morrow 
Morning—Sad Incidents—Kelicf 
Coming from all Quarters—The 
Remaius of Four Miners Buried 
Westerday—Large Funerais. 
VIRGINIA Crty, June 27.—2 P. M. 
There is nothing new from the 
six imprisoned miners in the Gould 
and Curry. Superintendent Patton 
is afraid he will not make a connec- 
tion before morning. There is no 
smoke or gas coming out of the 
shaft. Lanteras have been lowered 
fifty feet below the 1200 this morn- 
ing and returned burning. It is 
generally conceded that the men 
must be dead. Mrs. Dougherty, 
wife of Charles Dougherty, one of 
the imprisoned miners, will not be- 
lieve ber husband is dead, but re- 
mains in a cabin near the Curry 
with beef tea, flaunels and other 
things to assist in restoring life 
when the husband is brought to the 
surface. Mrs. Jeffrey, the gray- 
haired mother of one of the 
unfortunate miners is equally 
confilent that her son is alive. 
A relief committee has been 


fully organized here, and is receiv- 
ing subscriptioasin thecity. Money 
is also being telegraphed from 
towns in the State and Sao Fran- 
cisco. All subscriptions should be 
sent to J. C. Hamptoo, who has 
been appointed Treasurer. The 
Pacific Stock Exchange has tele- 
graphed $350 already to the Trea:- 
urer, 

The funerals of four of the miners 
took place yesterday, Carpenter’s 
remains having been taken to San 
cisco Saturday night for burial, 
It kept the Miners’ Union on foot 
allday. Bruce was buried exclu- 
sively by the Miners’ Union at 
Gold Hill, They afterwards came 
to Virginia and buried Bean and 
Trounce and assisted in Morgan’s fun- 
eral, the latter belonuing to the subor- 
dinate lodge of the Encampment? and 
Patriarchs Militant, I. 0.0.
